Murder of Albert Prince Re- 
calls Charge That $40,- 
000,000 Swindler Was 
Slain by Police Lest He 
Name Higher-Ups.

DIJON, France, Feb. 21. — The 
body of Judge Albert Prince of the 
Court of Appeals was found today 
on a railroad track near here. Po- 
lice said they believed the Judge 
had been murdered, 

Judge Prince was the former 
chief of the financial section of the 
Paris courts. Police said they be- 
lieved his death was connected 
with the collapse of the Bayonne 
Municipal Pawnshop which. Serge 
Stavisky founded and whose fail- 
ure caused a loss of $40,000,000. .. 

The Judge was to have testified 
today in Paris in the Stavisky case. 


Police said he had been Tured} 
from the capital by a fake telegram / ~ 


saying his mother was gravely ill 
in Dijon. 

Reconstructing the crime, the 
lice said assassins killed on 
the train en route to Dijon, then 
threw the body from the compart- 
ment into the path of another 
train. 

Police announced they were in- 
vestigating the possibility that Sta- 
visky- was an international spy 
selling information to the Nazis in 
Germany. They said it was possi- 
ble that he had used women agents. 

The Stavisky scandal was the 
spark that touched off long-stand- 
ing discontent in France and dis 
trust of the politicians. Premier 
Camille Chautemps and his cabinet 


were forced out by clamor over the P 


case. Premier Edouard Daladier, 
who was chosen to make a thor- 
ough-going investigation of -the 


bank crash, also was forced to re- 


after the recent bloody rioting 
in the Place de la Concorde, and 
Gaston Doumergue, former Presi- 
dent,,- was recalled from retirement 
to head the Government. 

Stavisky fled into hiding when 
his bank collapsed last Dec. 30 and 
it .was discovered he had issued 
bank bonds $40,000,000 in excess of 
the legal limit. It developed that 
as early as 1926 he had been ar- 
rested for frayd, but never put on 
trial. There had been 19 ‘contin- 
uances of the case and he was still 
under the charges when he organ- 
ized the Bayonne bank. Obviously, 
it was said, he must have had high 
political connections. 

While the case was rapidly grow- 
ing into a national scandal, secret 
service agents found Stavisky in a 
vila at Chamonix Jan. 8. The de- 
tectives said he shot and killed 
himself when facing arrest, but 
Royalist and other newspapers -of 
Paris repeatedly charged that the 
secret service men had killed him 
for fear he might name his political 
higher-ups.

Rumor said today that a demon- 
stration by radicals who favor es- 
tablishment of a republic may be 
attempted Friday at the time Prince 
Leopold is made King Leopold III. 


Such a demonstration was said to 
have been planned for last Mon- 
day, but it did not materialize. The 
radicals form a small minority in 
Belgium, and police anticipate no 
trouble in handling any demonstra- 
tion that they may attempt.

“Cheap and Undependable.”

franchise would be extended for un- 
other 30 years. The next day an 
amendment was passed striking out 
the words “sole and exclusive” and 
making other minor changes. This 
amendment was properly enacted, 
Hay holds. 

Constitutional Objection. 
The third legislative act afiect- 
ing the company’s franchise, the 
amendment of March 26, 1868, is 
discussed at length in the opinion. 
This act grdnted the franchise 
rights “forever” and extended 
them to the entire city and re 
pealed the act of March 3, 1857. 
Three years earlier, however, a 
new State Constitution had been 
adopted which contained the provi- 
sion that no act could be amended, 
re-enacted or revived by reference 
to the title thereof, and that such 
amendatory act,should set forth at 
length the act or part amended “as 
if it were an original act or pro- 
vision.”

The suits 
are directed against the banks, 
State Finance Commissioner Mo- 
berly and his special deputies, who, 
the petitions say, rejected the 
claims. 

The RFC seeks to participate in 
payments as a general creditor ¢x- 
cept with reference to its ,-749 
claim against the Park Savings 
Trust Co., for which it asks a pre- 
ferred status and payment in full.

“This may have been true,” the 
report states, “but in the commit- 
tee’s view the court should have 
heard evidence. The case was set- 
tled later; but seizure and deten- 
tion of one’s property by a court 
may operate as a species of duress 
in inducing a settlement.” 

Excessive Fees Alleged. 

Taking up the rules intended to 
prevent excessive fees, the commit- 
tee cites four instances in which 
allowances were “grossly exces- 
sive.” 

Allowances totaling more than 
50 per cent of realized assets of 
$168,000, the committee says, were 
made in one case which was pend- 
ing eight years—Rochester against 
Gonterman. The judges, receivers 
gnd attorneys are not named. 

In the Liberty Hospital case, al- 

Jowances totaled $55,000 against 
realized assets of $237,000, with 
certificate holders receiving about 
28 per cent. The receiver got an 
allowance of $15,000—$10,000 from 
Judge Ossing and $5000 from Judge 
Landwehr—two sets of receiver's 
attorneys received a joint allow- 
ance of $20,000 and plaintiff's attor- 
neys’ fees ‘were $15,000.

The report cites 37 random exam- 
ples, naming Hartmann in 13 casés, 
Hall in 7, Hogan in 6, Nortoni in 
6, Frey in 3, and Pearcy and Hoff- 
meister in one, each. 

As to the proposal against the 
appointment of public officers, the 
report refers to 17 instances, nam- 
ing Nortoni in 5, Hartmann in 4, 
Hogan in 3, Calhoun in 2, Hall in 2 
and Frey in 1. 

As to Rules 6 and 7, the commit- 
tee says there was little evidence 
of nepotism in appointments but 
that receivers were appointed by 
consent in a surprisingly large 
number of casés. . 

In discussing the need for peri- 
odical reports by receivers and 
pointing out it is difficult for 
Judges who change from room to 
room to keep track of cases, the 
committee gives examples of cases 
in which no reports were made for 
periods up to seven years and of 
some in which the suit was dis- 
missed without a report ever hav- 
ing been made. 


Length of Receiverships. 


The statistical analysis places the 
average duration of temporary re- 
ceiverships at six months, with one 
lasting more than four years, and 
that of permanent reeeiyerships at 
13 months, with one lasting more 
than six years. 

The analysis shows that of the 
603 suits, 330 or about 55 per cent 
resulted in a receivership appoint- 
ment. Of the remaining 273 suits, 
237 were terminated without an 
appointment and 36 were still 
pending without an appointment 
when the survey was made.

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JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21— 
Gov. Park today set May 15 for a 
special election in which a proposed 
state bond issue of $10,000,000 for 
enlargement and rehabilitation of 
State eleemosynary and penal in- 
‘stitutions will be submitted to vot- 
ers. 

The Governor conferred yesterday 
with Ben H. Charlies of St. Louis, 
attorney and counsellor for the 
State Board of Fund Commissioners 
on bond matters, concerning the 
election call. He will confer with 
other advisers in the next day or 
two. 

May 15 is the day on which the 
City of St. Louis will vote on sev- 
eral proposed municipal bond 
sues. ° 

Formal Proclamation Scon. 

The Governor’s formal procilama- 
tion calling the election will be is- 
sued in a few days. 

Gov. Park sald his principal rea- 
son for setting the election for the 
same day as the St. Louis special 
bond election was to save St. Louis 
$70,000 it was estimated would be 
expended if a separate election 
were held on the State issue. 

What the Bonds Are For. 

The state bond issue, if approved 
by a majority vote, will provide the 
basis of a program of approximate- 
ty $13,000,000 in repairs, remodeling, 
fireproofing, modernizing and re- 
lief of overcrowding in seven state 
eleemosynary institutions, five state 
penal institutions, and will provide 
for construction of a new state 
penitentiary. 

Conditional on ratification of the 
bonds, the State will receive a 
$10,000,000 loan of Federal Public 
Works Adminisfration funds. The 
state bonds will become security 
for the loan. In addition the State 
will receive an outright grant of 
PWA funds, equaling 30 per cent 
of the cost of labor and materials. 
This grant is estimated at about 
$3,900,000. 

The approximate division of the 
program is $8,000,000 to the elee- 
|/Mmosynary institutions and the bal 
| ance, $5,000,000, to the 
| penal institutions.

Eleemosynary 
Plans for a rehabilitation pro- 
gram of $8,011,480 have been pre- 
pared by the Board of Managers 
of State Eleemosynary Institutions,

President Roosevelt's reference 
to the freedom of the press in his 
erecutive order approving the news- 
paper code brought sharp comment 
in some newspaper editorials. Ex- 
cerpts from these expressions fol- 
low: 

New York Herald Tribune—The 
President’s extraordinary language 
in approving, with conditions, the 
newspaper code accords, in our 
judgment, neither with the dignity 
of his office nor with principles of 
ordinary fairness. It cannot hurt 
the press of the country, which has 
a long and courageous record of 
public service behind it, lasting far 
beyond the span of any one man’s 
life, to say nothing of any one ad- 
ministration. If only an attack 
upon the newspaper industry were 
involved, it would be fitting to pass 
by the outburst in silence. 

Here is, however, the first time 
that the President has _ publicly 
given support to the “smear Amer- 
ica” campaign im which so many of 
his aids have participated. America 
hasbeen made familiar with gov- 
ernment by edict, is it now to be 
subjected to “government by in- 
sult”? The episode is of importance 
in relation to the constantly grow- 
ing tendencies of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration to resent criticism, 
however fair, and to slander all who 
dare cross the path of its policies. 
New York Evening Post — The 
newspaper code is a chiseling per- 
formance if there ever was one. 
It does not abolish child labor. It 
does not provide minimum .wages 
or maximum hours for editorial 
workers. 

It does provide for “freedom of 
the press” in a needless and silly 
paragraph. Concerning it the Pres- 
ident rightly says freedom of the 
press “has no more place here than 
would the recitation of the whole 
Constitution or of the Ten Com- 
mandments,” 

Mr. Roosevelt asks that wage and 
hour provisions be inserted within 
60 days and that a special report 
on child labor in the industry be 
given him within that time. 

The President’s request for a 40- 
hour five-day week for editorial 
workers is purely a request and is 
not part of the code. 

The Evening Post is glad to honor 
that request. 

New York Sun—The President’s 
promise that the freedom of the 
press will be “scrupulously respect- 
ed” is welcome, even if superfluous. 
But when Mr. Roosevelt adds that 
freedom of the press is “not free- 
dom to work children, or to do 
business in a fire trap, or violate 
the laws against obscenity, iibel and 
lewdness” it is natural to wonder 
what he is aiming at. What states 
are permitting children to be 
worked in violation of law? What 
cities are permitting fire traps to 
be used? What district ‘attorneys 
are not enforcing the laws against 
obscenity, libel and ‘lewdness? Cer- 
tainly the Pregident’s language sug- 
gests that these offenses exist. No 
decent newspaper commits or con- 
dones them. No decent newspaper 
asks any protection under the first 
amendment except that to which it 
is clearly entitled: The right to pub- 
lish what it pleases on all subjects, 
being responsible for the abuse of 
that right. The fact that many 
newspapers have required in the 
code a simple statement of their 
refusal to waive constitutional 
rights is scarcely a good reason why 
any man, in or out of office, should 
answer with innuendo. 

New York American — The 


Ds amy with some reluctance and 
some irritation—and perhaps even 
with some reservation, although he 
signs the code. 

The President makes the rather 
unnecessary statement that while 
the Govermment concedes the con- 
stitutional rights of the press, this 
means merely the right to free ex- 
pression and does not mean _ the 
right to print in fire traps or to 
publish indecencies or to employ 
child labor in violation of the code 
and the laws. This statement seems 
rather unwarranted and somewhat 
vindictive. 

The plain and obvious facts are 
that no publisher has expressed any 
desire to print in a fire trap. More- 
over, state and city laws and or- 
dinances would prevent him from 
doing it, if he did wish to do so. 

Furthermore, no publisher does 
print or has expressed any desire 
to print indecencies—and even if 
any depraved publisher did want to 
print them, the Federal and state 
laws and city ordinances are quite 
sufficient to prevent him from do- 
ing so, and to land him in jail if he 
did so. 


And'in as far as child labor ‘s: 


concerned, the Hearst papers and 
the greater part of the papers of 
the United States had been crusad- 
ing for the abolition of child labor 
long before Mr. Roosevelt was cf 
age; and certainly during the many 
years that he was in politics, with- 
out identifying himself conspicuous- 
ly with that measure. 

Washington Post—In the execu- 
tive order approving the newspaper 
code, President Roosevelt was far 
from his happiest literary vein. He 
declared with a curious asperity 
that there is no intention of rob- 
bing the press of its guaranteed 
freedom of expression, although he 
felt that the inclusion of the so- 
called freedom of the press clause 
was “pure surplusage.” And he as- 
serted, in a manner more inept than 
humorous, that the clause is nv 
more appropriate to its context 
than would have been a .Tecitation 
of the 10 commandments. The pro- 
test against the guaranties asked 
by the publishers was strong. That 
is not the same as convincing. 

Although Mr. Roosevelt's lan- 
guage was clumsy, an_ industry 
which ‘is continually critical of 
others will in few instances be as 
picayune as to resent criticism di- 
rected at itself. All that is asked 
of the Government is absolute guar- 
anty that behind the phrasing of a 
regulatory code there lurks no sem- 
blance of censorship or dictator- 
ship. If such a request is “pure 
surplusage,” so is the existence of 
a national anthem or the display of 
the stars and stripes. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger — 
President Roosevelt’s remark, in 
approving the NRA code for daily 
newspapers, that he is allowing the 
declaration of the constitutional 
freedom of the press to remain be- 
cause “it has no meaning,” cannot 
‘be permitted to pass without chal- 
lenge. It was because there are 
those who believe this vital safe- 
guard has no meaning that the pub- 
lishers insisted on inclusion of the 
constitutional guaranty in the code 
for the regulation of their business. 
When by the narrow margin of a 
single vote the United States sSu- 
preme Court upholds the right of 
the press to free expression and 
nullifies a state law which, would 
have given a judge the power to 
suppress publication, it cannot be 
said that the reaffirmation of the 
constitutional provision is “pure 
surplusage.”

Come to Washington to engage in 
the discussion if you can. Write 
to us giving \us facts and oye 
if you can’t.”

EARNINGS OF ALIENS 


Levy ' Affects Foreigners in 
Country Less Than 
Ten Years.

PARIS, Feb. 21.—A ten per cent 
tax on foreigners’ wages, estimated 
as affecting two million persons, 
the Chamber of 
Deputies today. 

Louis Germain-Martin, Minister 
of Finance, opposed the tax, saying 
the French Foreign Office consid- 
ered it a form of discrimination in- 
compatible with existing treaties.

After lunch, Hitler and Von Neu- 
rath remained closeted with Eden 
in Ambassador Sir Eric Phipps 
study some two hours.

The conversations, said Eden, 
will be extended until Friday, at 
which time he intends to depart 
for Rome. 

A large crowd assembled before 
the British Embassy to cheer Hit- 
ler.

Toward a Planned Economy 


Since laissez-faire system has broken down, sweeping changes of policy are necessary 
in all countries, British economist says; thinks planning can preserve essential 
liberties, without the anarchy of unbridled competition or the repression of state 
communism; calls American experiment a “temporary and voluntary dictatorship.” 


Sir Arthur Salter, Member of the British Advisory Council and Professor of 
Political Theory at Oxford University, in the Atlantic Monthly.

Poland has been under a practical dictator- 
ship for a long time, as has Turkey. 

Where, then, does what we were accus- 
tomed to regard as normal representative 
government remain? In Europe, in some of 
the Northern countries; in Switzerland and 
Czecho-Slovakia, in France, and (precari- 
ously restored) in Spain. It England, free 
institutions remain, but under the abnormal 
conditions of a National Government which 
has profoundly modified the working of,the 
parliamentary system. In the United States, 
there is a kind of temporary and voluntary 
dictatorship, based upon blanket legislation 
and subject to prospective criticism and 
limitation, but unprecedented in its immedi- 
ate powers. For the time, at least, parlia- 
mentary institutions have almost ceased,.to 
function in the way to which we are accus- 
tomed. 


HE simplicities of nineteenth century 
government have passed, and passed 
forever. The change can be stated in 
a sentence: Government used to keep the 
ring within which the economic struggle 
took place between individual competitors; 
now it has entered the ring as a participant. 
This change has been accelerated and 
exaggerated by the particular needs and 
circumstances of the present depression. 
But it was taking place before the depres- 
sion and will remain after it. This is a 
difference destined to transform the char- 
acter of economic activity, and to change 
fundamentally the problems of government. 
Only as we now look back can we discern 
the latent weaknesses and defects of the 
laissez-faire system, invisible amid its early 
triumphs, and realize upon how many pre- 
carious and passing conditions it depends— 
on ‘a continuance of effective competition, 
on a developing of laws adequate to cope 
with more and more complex methods of 
fraud and exploitation, on a-proper func- 
tioning of the general mechanism of cur- 
rency and commercial policy, and so on. 
€ * * 


The compelling force behind this amazing 
transformation of the political scene is ob- 
vious. The old forms and methods of gov- 
ernment have been found inadequate for the 
economic duties now imposed upon govern- 
ment, for the rapid and drastic tasks which 
state participation in economic activities in- 
volves. Parliamentary government, and its 
methods and traditions, have been evolved 
to express political aspirations and solve po- 
litical problems, not to deal with the infi- 
nitely more complex, exacting and continu- 
ous tasks involved in a partnership of state 
and private enterprise in e¢onomic activity. 
The need for change was realized, keenly 
and generally, even before the special needs 
of the economic depression. 

The content and character of the govern- 
mental action taken to help, control or di- 
rect: economic activi vary in different 
countries, but have centain aspects in com- 
mon. Everywhere except in Russia it is 
intended to supplement, and not to replace, 
the competitive system with its price-chang- 
ing index and its profit-making stimulus. 

Nearly everywhere it has been improvised 
under sectional pressure, not planned com- 
prehensively. Men have talked a great deal 
about planning, and a few individuals and 
a few societies have studied it, but of ac- 
tion and policy based upon comprehensive 
planning there has been very little. 

The great bulk of governmental] action has 
been in the form of tariffs, supplemented by’ 
quotas and prohibitions and subsidies, de- 
cided upon and under successive 


The rapid changes resulting from new 
inventions, and other causes, necessitate 
immediate adjustments throughout the eco- 
nomic system; but, just when this is more 
needed than ever, the system has largely 
lost its elasticity, its self-regulating quality: 
The causes of this loss of adaptability are 
partly temporary, arising from the war, 


in character. 

We must assume the continuance of 
large-scale industrial organization, of a 
large measure of economic nationalism and 
tariffs, and so on. It follows that we can- 
not hope to restore fully the conditions re- 
quired to make the old self-regulating sys- 
tem function satisfactorily. We need, 
therefore, to supplement it by deliberate 
direction. and control. It is, however, . 
equally clear that it is much better, if pos- 
sible, to supplement than t> replace it.. The 
infinitely complex activities and desires of 
man cannot be planned and directed in 
detail without intolerable waste, and with- 
out the loss of our most essentiai liberties.

Achievement of NRA. 


“The Roosevelt administration,” 
Johnson said, “has. attempted eco- 
nomic planning for concert of 
industrial and labor action un- 
der governmental sanction and 
control to better the condition 
of our people. There is no 
use in planning without an organ- 
ization for action. On Sept. 1, 1933, 
there was no such organization. In 
the intervening six months, prac- 
tically the whole economic structure 
of the United States, by its own 
voluntary action, has put itself 
‘through codes of fair competition’ 
into a loose and hastily formed or- 
ganization. We no longer have to 
appeal to many millions of employ- 
ers. We now have industrial rep- 
resentation through about 500 
units, 300 of which (comprising by 
far the bulk of employment) are 
organized, at least to the extent of 
being able to come to Washington 
at the request of Government to 
counsel together for the general 


good. 

“Before NIRA, our cluster of pri- 
vate institutions was a leaderless 
mob which by March, 1933, had 
degenerated into economic anarchy. 
To bring organization and order 
out of this chaos required haste. 
You could not do it by sitting in 
a study turning the leaves of a 
book for precedents and guides. 
There were neither precedents nor 
guides. You had to act and you 
had to fight. You had to make a 
major organizational effort reach- 
ing every part of this country with- 
in a few weeks and you had to do 
it with a governmental organiza- 
tion which, on June 16, 1933, did 
not exist and has now grown to 
more than 1500 people. 


Mistakes and Blunders. 


“Under these conditions, of 
ocurseé, there are things in some 
codes that ought not to be there 
and things are out of some codes 
that ought to be there. Some of 
the codes do not gee with other 
codes and there are many discrep- 
ancies, mistakes and outright blun- 
ders to be corrected. 

“NRA has a triple duty. It is to 
see that industry does not horn- 
swoggle labor; that labor does not 
bullyrag industry; that neither, sep- 
arately, nor both, in concert, shall 
exploit the consuming public. Thus 
we sit always in the white heat of 
controversy. Industry accuses la- 
bor, labor accuses industry and the 
consumers accuse both. All these 
make the welkin ring with their 
complaints against everybody but} 
themselves. : } 

“That was what was foreseen 
and intended. If they all confined 
their controversy to the forum of 
NRA we could wash our linen at 
home. But this is a day of press 
agency. They go to the newspapers 
(to whom a kilkenny cat fight is 
always news) and the result is a 
constant stream of the publieity of 
conflict. That is all right. It keeps 
officials on their toes even if it 
tends to develop, in men who have 
nearly all come here at sacrifice 
and are devotedly seeking justice, 
the hide of an elephant. 

Says Criticisms Are One-Sided, 

“All we ask of the public is that, 
it correctly appraise the source and 
private interest of this sort of pub- | 
licity and discount it to the precise 
extent that the author may disclose 
his own special interest. These 
stories are one-sided. They give the 
adversary interest no chance to 
state its case. But criticism ‘such 
as we now seek in this great pub- 
lic hearing of complaints is an en- 
tirely different matter. We invite | 
it. We could not succeed without 
it, We ask no quarter and we wiil 
eagerly study all that is said. 

“Such a hearing is without prece- 
dent. It gives every complainant 
his day in court. It: promises ex- 
planation if there is any explana- 
tion to give, and immediate relief 
where relief is possible. Any fair- 
minded critic presenting facts ratb- 
er than conjecture—any earnest 
complainant—any man with a con- 
structive suggestion—should speak 
at this critical hour, De igh 

“We have sought and entreated 
criticism of our methods and re- 
sults. Much of it has been useful 
and has borne fruit, but a greater 
part has sped dying and fallen dead.

Following an inquiry into charges 
of mismanagement of CWA eéni- 
employes assigned to the St. Louis 
County Assessor’s office, the coun- 
ty CWA board today ordered the 
dismissal of 374 employes and 
abandonment of the work on which 
they were engaged. The men were 
compiling detailed descriptions of 
each parcel of: real estate in the 
county with a ‘view to a general 
reassessment. -- 

Asa B. Wallace, chairman of the 
county CWA board, said it had 
found negligence and inefficiency 
in the office: management of the 


project, 
which led to irregular work by field 
crews. Some crews, he said, ob- 
tained descriptions of as few as 
five real estate. pro es during 
a week, while-others were able to 
handle 55. 

He said the-board had asked As- 
sessor Neaf to remove Peter Mur- 
man of his regular staff whom Neaf 
had assigned to supervise CWA 
work, and that Neaf had agreed to 
do that but had not complied. Neaf 
declined to comment, but said he 
might~make a statement Monday. 

$57,502 Spent on Survey. 

Up to Feb. 15, the CWA had 
spent $57,502 on the survey. The 
outside work, Neaf said, is about 
65 per cent complete. He had re- 
quested the eMployment of 80 
draftsmen to handle the inside 
work and expected to complete the 
full job by May 1. 

The inquiry was precipitated by 
charges brought. before the board 
by an inspector whom Neaf dis- 
charged Jan. 10. The inspector, 
Perry Moraine, said a 5-cent dis- 
crepancy in his expense account 
was used as a pretext in firing 
Moraine had been assigned to 
jinspect the work of 27 field creWs, 
among them one composed of 
James O’Hara, Andrew O’Hara and 
William Davit. James O’Hara is 
president of a county CWA work- 
ers’ organization. Moraine said he 
had reported to Murman that this 
crew, in nine days preceding Dec. 
21, had completed only 22 jobs, 
while other crews in his territory 
were doing six to 12 a day. On 
Murman’s instructions, he said, he 
ordered the O’Haras and Davit to 
report to the Assessor's office. 

Says Three Attacked Him. 

The three, he said, had assaulted 
him when he relayed Murman’s in- 
structions to them, and inflicted 
injuries which required hospital 
treatment for two days. Moraine 
said he had preferred assault 
charges against them, but dropped 
them at Neaf’s request. 

Neaf also asked him, Moraine 
said, to apologize to the crew, but 
he refused to do that, and was 
fired. Neaf, at a meeting of the 
board Friday,-denied that he had 
asked Moraine -to drop the charges 
or to. apologize. His assistant, 
Murman, told ‘the board the men 
had told him Mbraine was disagree- 
able and that“they were not the 
aggressors in the fight.

BANKERS FOR RELAXING 
OFTHE SECURES ACT 


Also Urge Intermediate Indus- 
trial Banks -for Long- 
Term Financing. 


By the Asstciated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Relax- 
ation of the securities act and cre- 
ation of intermediate industriai 
banks for long-term business financ- 
ing were indorsed by the advisory 
council of the Federal Reserve 
System yesterday. 

The sentiment of the council, 
which numbers representatives of 
each Reserve district, was discussed 
with reporters by Gov. Eugene 
Black of the board: In stressing the 
need for ready capital funds, Black 
said the council felt “that through 
opening the capital market there 
would be very rapid effects on em- 
ployment to the end that the Re- 


great and speedy advance.” 

Similarly, Black said the council 
thought capital needs could best be 
met by a system of intermediate 
industrial banks operating under 
the Reserve Board and housed in 
the various Reserve banks and 
branches. 

It was understood this proposed 
banking system which Black al- 
ready has discussed with the Presi- 
dent, would discount paper of .the 
long-term capital type and lend di- 
rectly when an industry could not 
get accommodation elsewhere. 

Legislation for establishing such 
a banking system is being drafted. 

“The council also was of the 
opinion,” Black said, “that there 
should be such modification of the 
securities act as would open the 
capital market and felt that with 
the market open there would be 
more demand for capital loans.” 


Untermyer Thinks Stock Regulation 
Bill “Dangerous.” 
By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal. Feb. 21.— 
The Stock Exchange regulation bill 


recently introduced. at Washington 
was described here today by Sam- 
uel Untermyer, New York lawyer, 
as “in some respects dangerous, 
unwoftkable, unduly extreme’ and 
likely to disrupt our financial sys- 
tem.” 

In a breakfast. club speech Un- 
termyer, who for 30 years has 
sought Federal regulation of stock 
exchanges, said he “would regard 
it as nothing short. of a catag- 
trophe” if a “proper bill” were not 
enacted. 

Untermyer particularly attacked 
the provision headed “margin re- 
quirements on long accounts.” He 
said it prohibited “every member 
of a stock exchange and every per-

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PRESIDENT STAVES OF 
REVOLT ON SUGAR PLAN 


Assures Congréssmen From 
Beet States He Is Not Hos- 
tile to Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Rum- 
blings of revolt among representa- 
tives from beet sugar states over 
the administration’s sugar  pro- 
gram were quieted last night by 
assurances from President Roose- 
velt that he “was not hostile to the 
industry and that modifications 
would be made in pending sugar 
legislation. 

An understanding on policies of 
sugar production control was 
reached at a conference between 
the President and a congressional 
committee composed of Senators 
Adams of Colorado and O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming and Representatives 
Taylor of Colorado and Robinson 
of Utah. 

The committee was named after 
opposition had arisen to restric- 
tions imposed upon beet sugar by 
the pending bills. 

Testimony before the House Ag- 
riculture Committee had been in- 
terpreted by many members as in- 
dicative of a program to eliminate 
the domestic beet sugar industry 
through Government planning. 

In a statement after the meeting 
with the President the congres- 
sional committee said Mr. Rogse- 
velt had repudiated any inferences 
that he was hostile to the beet 
sugar industry. 

The President and the commit- 
tee considered modifications of 
pending sugar control legislation, 
and conferences are planned be- 
tween representatives of the sugar 
producing states and the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

Senator O'Mahoney 
following statement: 

“The fact that the administration 
has already approved a quota of 
1,450,000 tons for beet sugar pro- 
ducers, which is more than was 
ever produced in any one year un- 
til] 1933, is a very clear indication 
that the administration is not hos- 
tile to the industry. I feel very 
confident that constructive amend- 
ments will result from the White 
House conference which I _ at- 
tended today.”

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Men Will Send Proposal 
to Washington to Canal- 
ize Big Muddy.

CENTRALIA, Ill, Feb. 21.—Vis- 
ualizing a new Mid-West industrial 
center and jobs for thousands of 
“Little Egypt's” unemployed, a 
group of Southern Illinois business 
men this week will send to Wash- 


ington a proposal to convert Big 
Muddy River into a commercial 
canal, linging the State's richest 
coal fields with the inland water- 
way system. 

It would be one of the most am- 
bitious relief programs yet attempt- 
ed in Southern Illinois. It is esti- 
mated the project would represent 
an outlay of over $4,000,000 and 
give jobs to virtually all unem- 
ployed in the area. 

The relief plan, which is spon- 
sored by business men of Frank- 
lin, Williamson, Jackson and Perry 
Counties, will be. submitted in 
Washington when word is received 
from Congressman Kent Keller ad- 
vising the proper authority to han- 
die the issue. 

Dr. Frank C. Murrah of Herrin, 
chairman of a committee represent- 
ing the four counties interested in 
the project, said it was decided to 
take up the matter first with Con- 
gressman Keller to learn the prop- 
er place to submit the proposal. 

“We wrote Congressman Keller 
recently regarding this matter,” Dr. 
Murrah said, “and we should re- 
ceive a reply to our inquiry within 
the next few days.” 

Dr. Murrah said_he doubted 
whether the project could be han- 
dled under the CWA plan inasmuch 
as the communitig¢s would be re- 
quired to pay 70 per cent of the 
money used back to the Govern- 
ment in taxes.” We haven't any 
way of raising this amount in 
taxes,” the chairman said. 

“We are hoping, however, that we 
can get a hearing before the Pub- 
lic Works Administration,” Dr.

SEEKS TO VOID SETTLEMENT 
OF $15,000 SUIT FOR $1000 


Lawyer Says Sand Company Made 
Misrepresentation on Negro 
Worker’s Claim. 

A motion to set aside a settle- 
ment in which Tim Hardin,\a Ne- 
gro, accepted $1000 and agreed not 
to press a $15,000 suit for damages 
was taken under advisement by Cir- 
cuit Judge Landwehr today after 
Hardin’s attorney, Everett Hullver- 
son, argued that his client had been 
induced to accept the money by 
misrepresentation. 

Hardin, who lives in Kirkwood, 
sued the Tavern Rock Sand Co. of 
Klondike, Mo., alleging that through 
the company’s negligence he con- 
tracted silicosis while employed 
there. Silicosis is a lung disease 
caused by inhaling dust. 

Hullverson tendered to the court 
the $1000 Hardin had accepted, in- 
cluding 100 $1 bills and other cur- 
rency. He said he _ represented 
many persons who had contracted 
silicosis and had obtained far larger 
settlements, but that this one was 
negotiated “behind his back.” 

Cross-examined, A. F. Brinkman, 
claim adjuster who made the set- 
tlement with Hardin, Hullverson 
asked if he had not “settled 28 
cases at one pop behind my back.” 
Brinkman denied he had done so. 
Hardin, he said, had discussed the 
settlement with his daughter before 
accepting it, and hai himself pro- 
posed $1000 as suitable. He said 
Hardin told him many of the sili- 
cosis claims were faked, but that 
he did not regard Hardin’s case as 
a fake.

National-Champion Stix Club Has 


Won 41 and Lost But Five Games 


In Two Seasons of Competition

Records indicate that the Stix, Baer & Fuller club, present hold- 


er of the national championship, is one of the best, if not the best, 


ever to represent St. Louis in soccer competition. 


In the two campatgns Alex Mc- 
Nab and other foreign-born stars 
have been with the aggregation, the 
team has piled up a winning per- 
centage of .891, with 41 victories, 
five draws and but five defeats. 

Of course, followers of the old 
St. Leos, Scullins and other great 
teams which have represented St. 
Louis will put in bids that these 
old teams were better, but it is 
doubtful if any of the elevens ever 
established a record like that of the 
Stix over a two-year period. 

During the 1932-33 campaign, the 
Stix in going on to win the United 
States title, captured 23 games, lost 
four and played three ties. This 
season, the club already has won 
the St. Louis (professional) League 


championship and has worked its 


way into the Western final in the 
national challenge cup competition. 
In doing this, as well as winning no 
fewer than half a dozen exhibition 
matches, with out-of-town clubs, the 
team has gainedé 18 victories, lost 
one and tied two) 
174 Goals in 51 Games. 

In the two years, the club has 
shown a powerful attack as well as 
a fine defense. In 51 games, the 
team has scored 174 goals, an aver- 
age of better than 3.4 a contest, 
while holding the opposition to 70, 
or 1.4 a battle. While there are 
many who believe that the club’s 
defense is not as sound this season 
as a year ago, the figures show that 
the goal average against the Stix is 
the same for both seasons. 

In the two campaigns, the club 
has dropped one match in the cup 
series, that to the Andersons, by a 
2 to 1 score on Feb. 26 last year. 
The Stix club filed a protest, which 
was upheld by the Cup Committee 
and the match ordered replayed. In 
the second meeting, the Stix won, 
four goals to one. In 1932-33, the 
team fon seven cup battles, while 
this season, the eleven has been re- 
turned the winner in its three con- 
tests. 


In eight games last season, the 
team scored. 30 goals against nine, 
while in beating the Minit Rubs, 
Sons of Malta and Curry of Pitts- 
burgh in this year’s competition, the 
eleven has tallied 13 goals, while 
holding the opposition to one—a

CAREY DEPOSED 
AS MANAGER OF 
BROOKLYN CLUB 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Max 


Carey today was relieved as man- 
ager of the Brooklyn Dodgers. No 
successor has been appointed but 
Casey Stengel, Dodger coach, has 
been called to New York from Cali- 
fornia to be offered the job. 

The announcement that Carey 


was being paid off on his one-year 
contract came from Bob Quinn, 
general manager of the basebaH 
club, who is ill in a midtown hos- 
pital. 

Quinn, propped up in bed and 
with a nurse in attendance, said 
Stephen W. McKeever, Dodgers’ 
president, had wired Carey that his 
services were no longer needed and 
that the club would pay him the 
full amount of his contract, be- 
lieved to be for $12,000. 


He said Stengel had been called 
in from Glendale, Cal., and would 
be offered the job but that he had 
no advance information as to 
| whether Stengel would accept. 
Casey, a former star outfielder as 
was Carey, was given his coaching 
job by Max when the latter took 
over the management of the 
Dodgers for the 1932 campaign. 

Carey was made manager of the 
Dodgers late in 1931, after a year 
out of baseball, when. McKeever fin- 
ally succeeded in unseating his arch 
foe, Wilbert Robinson, who had led 
the flock for 17 years. 

He immediately started rebuilding 
the clob and finished third in his 
first season. Last year, however, 
the club finished in sixth place and 
rumors that Carey would be de- 
posed have been flying all winter. 

Carey was one of the great out- 
fielders of baseball with the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates from 1911 to 1926 and 
was one of the stars of.the 1925 
world series in which the Pirates 
won the world championship from 
the Washington Senators. He was 
sent to Brooklyn on waivers by the 
Pirates in 1926 following an intra- 
club war which saw the great Pitts- 
burgh machine dismantled. He was 
an active player with Brooklyn for 
two years, acted as pinch hitter and 
coach in 1929, and then went back 
to the Pirates in the same roles. He 
was given his unconditional release 
at the end of the 1930 season and 
was inactive in 1931. 

If Stengel does not accept the 
Dodger offer it is believed the post 
will go to Marty McManus, former 
Red Sox manager who was signed 
recently as a player. 

McManus was one of Quinn's 
“finds” when the latter was with 
the St. Louis Browns and Quinn

It is a two- 
edged sword. The adversaries do 
not know whether you are trying 
to barricade them out of a game 
or whether you are tempting them 
to overbid. Possibly, you have a 
tremendous hand and are going to 
hurl a second forcing bid at your 
partner as soon as he has respond- 
ed to your double. 
have an absolute psychic double, 
with safety in a seven or eight card 
suit headed by Q J. When you dou- 
ble, neither your partner nor your 
opponents can know the aim or 
type of your double unless one of 
them has such a rock-crusher 
himself that he can mark your dou- 
ble as a psychic.

At times the attitude is embar- 
rassing in the responsibility which 
it places on mere mortals who 
know all too well their weaknesses 
and short-comings. No matter how 
we may try to live up to the ideals 
set for us, we know that sooner or 
later the clay feet of the image will 
emerge and we will have to de- 
scend from our pedestals.

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The new King and Queen of Belgium. 


Leopold, .a Hero to His People, Be- 
comes a Monarch With Every 
Prospect of Success. 


vacant throne with fewer mis- 

givings as to their immediate 
future and popularity than’ Crown 
Prince Leopold, Duke of Brabant, 
who becomes King Leopold III of 
Belgium as the result of the death 
of his father, King AlbertI. Heen- 
ters a reign far more propitious in 
prospect than his father, despite 
the fact that when Albert ascended 
the throne in 1909 monarchies in 
Europe were still in full flower, 
while since the Worid War royalty 
has been walking a rather shaky 
tight rope. For Albert succeeded 
his grand-uncle, Leopold I, a mon- 
arch whose activities in the Bel- 
gian Congo had left a pretty bad 
taste in the mouths not only of 
the Belgians but of entire Europe. 
But Albert, during Lis reign, not 
only counteracted the effects of the 
second Leopold’s reign, but built up 
a@ personal popularity with his peo- 
ple that made him a veritable idol, 
a feeling which is almost complete- 
ly inherited by the son. 


To begin with, Leopold, now 382 
years old, has since bis very child- 
hood shown a remarkable similar- 
ity to his father, Doth in appear- 
ance and in character. That simi- 
larity alone would be enough to en- 
dear him in the hearts of the Bel- 
gians, for it means that he is ath- 
letic, studious and, above all things, 
democratic. Just as his father was 
accustomed to go about his sports 
activities in clothes that gave no 
hint of difference from the major- 
ity of his subjects, so Leopold is 
accustomed to mingle with the peo- 
ple in their sports and in their 
everyday life, in a manner that has 
familiarized him with their daily 
affairs; a familidrity that was a 
strong factor in Albert’s able rule. 


Leopold holds the _ distinction, 
also, of having been the youngest 
Belgian soldier in active service in 
the World War, no small thing in 
the eyes. of the patriotic Belgians. 
It was to them one of the magnifi- 
cent incidents of the war that Al- 
bert, their King, should have fought 
almost side by side with them; 
should have entered into the thick 
of the fight against: the invading 
Germans, risking his life to instill 
courage in his despairing soldiers. 
There “is one story told of Albert 
that he and Elizabeth, his Queen 
and Leopold’s mother, were in an 
old house near the front when a 
squadron of five German planes 
passed overhead on the way to 
bombard Dunkirk, and began fir- 
ing machine guns at the house. In- 
stead of taking to cover, the King 
and Queen of the Belgians stepped 
outside and calmly watched the 
planes, while under fire. 


So when Leopold, just five months 
past 13, enlisted in 1915, it was a 
historical event for the Belgians. 
King Albert himself accompanied 
the lad to the recruiting office and 
insisted he should be enlisted as a 
private and treated as an ordinary 
soldier. And he fought in the ranks,

reaching the ranks of Sergeant by 
the time the armistice was signed. 


As a private, Leopold’s first work 


was filling sandbags to be placed 
along the trenches for shelter, an 
assignment not in the front lines, 
sufficiently close to be con- 
stantly under fire from the Ger- 
man long range guns. Later he 
was transferred to the supply ser- 
vice, where he received his promo- 
tions. He was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre and the Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honor by the French 
Government. 

Immediately after the war he 
entered completely in the program 
of recovery mapped out for 
the country by his father, and 
was a leading spirit in the activ- 
ities which restored Belgium, 
country which suffered more than 
any other, in an astonishingly short 
In 1919 he accompanied his 
parents on a tour of the United 
States. 

Prior to his marriage to Prin- 
cess Astrid of Sweden,‘ his name 
was linked on several 
with royal Princesses of Europe. 
One reason for the various rumors, 
of course, was the anxiety on the 
part of his people to have 
marry and assure the succession of 
a popular family. The first time 
he was reported engaged was in 
1921, when reports of his engage- 
ment to Princess Yolanda, eldest 
daughter of King Victor Emman- 
uel of Italy, were widely circulat- 
ed. Ignorance of the engagement 
was professed in royal circles in 
Belgium, but at the time it was 
given wide credence. There was, 
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however, never any _ official

In the meantime Leopold had be- 
come more and more active in the 
affairs of his country, and in 1925, 
at the age of 24, was inducted in- 
to the Belgian Senate, to occupy 
the seat once held by his father 
and by Leopold II, when they were 
still heirs to the throne. Leopold 
was considered the youngest Sen- 
ator in the world. 


Then in 1926 all Belgium was 
enthused by the formal betrothal 
of Leopold to Princess Astrid of 
Sweden, niece of the Swedish 
King. The enthusiasm was due as 
much to the report that it was a 
love match as much as the ideg of 


the country having a future queen.. 
The marriage of Albert had been 


a love match; he had met Princess 
Elizabeth of Bavaria and sought 
her hand without consideration of 
affairs of state. It was something 
that fitted in well with the Bel- 
gians’ sense of their reigning fam- 
ily’s democracy—that the members 
should marry for the same reaso 

as the subjects.

Per- 
migsion was given, and they were 
married in November, 1926. 

The freedom of the young couple 
in choosing each other was illus- 
trated by a statement by King Al- 
bert. 

“The Queen and myself,” he said, 
“expect the marriage to be a happy 
event for: both dynasties and peo- 
ples. The Princess was brought up 
in great simplicity in a country 
much like ours and will doubtless 
soon feel fully at home. Their mar- 
riage is entirely one of inclina- 
tion. The Prince and Princess met 
several times before her visit to 
Belgium. They are acting in com- 
plete liberty .and independence, 
making their decision without, in- 
terference from anyone.” 
The only difficulty about the mar- 
riage was that Leopold was a Cath- 
olic and Astrid a Lutheran. But 
that was easily settled with the 
understanding that the Princess 
would retain her religion, while not 
interfering with the rearing of any 
children in the Catholic faith, 

The marriage was additionally 
popular when the Belgian house- 


wives learned that the young Prin-| 


cess tearned how to cook. One 
story had it that the Princess 


learned Ledpold was fond of en- 


dive salad, prepared it with her 


own hands when the Prince vis- 


ited Stockholm, and “that did it,’ 
said the Belgian women. 


After the marriage, Astrid helped 
her husband enormously by becom- 
ing a thorough Belgian and taking 
an interest in all his activities, in- 
cluding affairs of state, She visited 
the Belgian colonies and traveled 
about the world with him. And 


when in October, 1927, a daughter 


was born, and then in September, 
1930, a son, the Belgians were fully 
satisfied with their future King 
and Queen, for the succession of the 
popular family was assured.

Cream of Chestnut Soup. 
Simmer one quart cf peeled chest- 
huts in two quarts of chicken broth 
or water, until the chestnuts are 
tender. Drain and rub through a 
sieve into the chicken stock and 
season with salt, nutmeg and 
cayenne to taste. Place in a double 
boiler and stir constantly, adding a 


ties and cover with one and a half 
cups of sugar, a pinch of salt, and 
the juice from one lemon. Let mel- 
low for one hour, stirring occasion- 
ally until sugar is dissolved. Mix 
with one quart of heavy cream and 
freeze hard. 

Make a fluffy meringue of two 
cups of sugar, two-thirds cup of hot 
water, three-fourths of a teaspoon 
of cream of tartar, the whites of 
two eggs and a pinch of salt. Put 
all together in a double boiler and 
beat constantly until whites stand 
firm, which will take from seven to 
10 minutes. Stir in a teaspoon of 
vanilla and set in ice box to cool.

Pianked White Fish. 


Clean and bone a white fish 
weighing about four pounds. Sea- 
gon with salt and pepper and rub 
the entire fish with creamed but- 
ter. Butter an oak plank which 
should be one inch thick and heat 
in oven for five minutes. Place fish 
on buttered plank and, to keep the 
plank from burning, cover space 
around fish with salt. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 30 minutes. 
When done, brush off salt. Pipe 
mashed potatoes with a pastry tube 
around border and fill in space be- 
tween fish and potatoes with baked 
tomatoes, filled with creamed mush- 
rooms, and small mounds of cooked 
string beans. Place plank in a hot 
oven just long enough to lightly 
brown the potatoes. Remove from 
oven, garnish with parsley and 
lemon slices and serve from plank. 
If you have no plank, heat a fiat 
Pyrex dish and prepare in the same 
way. 

Baked Tomatoes With Creamed 

> Mushrooms. 


Scoop out centers from desired 
number of tomatoes and season 
well with salt and pepper. Fill 
with creamed mushrooms and bake 
until tomatoes are tender. Have 
your cream sauce quite thick. 


Cucumber Salad With Mustard 
French Dressing. 

Peel and slice cucumbers. Salt 
well, and place in a bowl with ice 
for several hours. Squeeze dry. 
Make a French dressing, using one 
part vinegar, three parts olive oil,: 
salt and pepper to taste and about 
a teaspoonful of dry mustard. Shake 
well. Rub the inside of the salad 
bowl with a cut clove of garlic, then 
mix the salad and dressing well be- 
fore serving. 


Strawberry Ice Cream Pie. 
Dough. 


One and one-fourth cups of sifted 
flour. 

One whole egg. 

One-fourth cup of ice water. 
One-half teaspoon of salt. 
One-half teaspoon of vinegar. 
One-fourth cup of sugar. 
Very™scant half cup of lard. 
Sift flour, salt and sugar. Beat 
the egg light and add ice water and 
vinegar. Cut one-half of the lard 
into the sifted dry ingredients until 
fine, reserving the remaining lard. 
Add the egg, water and vinegar and 
work to a stiff dough. Roll out, 
spread with one-half of the remain- 
ing lata, fold and refold four times, 
Roll again, sprinkle with a little 
flour each time you roll and spread 
with the remaining lard. Repeat 


for two or three hours. Roll 
and cover outside of pie pan with 
dough, ' Prick with a fork and bake 
in a medium oven for 25 minutes, 
or to a light brown. When cool re- 
move shell. 

Strawberry Ice Cream. 


Mash one quart of ripe strawber-

Place pastry shell on a baking 
sheet and carefully and evenly, so 
las not to break the shell, fill with 
the ice cream.
